Thene reports, however, are not cod-
firmed by the official French com-
munique issued this afternoon, wiich
makes no mention of such an en-
gagement, although declaring that the
Allied lines have been advanced at
several points,

The French statement reports that
the Germans are vigorously bombard-
ing Arras, but at other points the ar-
tillery fire is diminishing.

On the Aisne the Germans at-
tempted an attack on the French lines
at Missy, but were driven back with
heavy losses.

The hombardment of Arnaville, 10
miles from Metz, is continuing, ac-
cording to unofficial reports,

The Kuiser's lines on the Moselle
are believed to have been cansider-
ably weakened by the withdrawal of
troops for the Flanders campaign.
These forces are now massing along
the line and particularly at Ypres,
where another drive is awaited by the
British.

“"Rout” is the term applied by the
Petrograd War Office to the German
retirement. between the Warthe and
Vistula Rivers. Attack after attack
was repulsed by’ the advancing Rus-
sians; each finding the Germans fur-
ther from their objective of Warsaw.
In the fighting west of Lodz the Ger-
man losses were equal to an army
corps, according to Petrograd reckon-
ing. Another army corps was cap-
tured in the fighting, the official re-
port states, Reinforcements rushed
by the Kaiser came in time only to
support the retreat of the right wing.

BLOWN UP; ONLY
12.0F 750 SAVED

Destruction of Battleship
Bulwark in Sheerness Har-

bor, at Mouth of Thames,
Announced in Parliament.

LONDON, Nov, 3.
~ The Gorman submarine tefror was upon
London this afterncon, The battleship
Bulwark was bBlown up early this morn-
ing In the Medway Rivar, off Sheerness,
only l miles from I.-:ru_lm-

by Winston l"hurv-htll Ftnt Lard of Ibe
Admiralty. 1t wns reported that two sub-
merged Oermnen submarines had been
located in the basin near whera the Bul-
wark wont down. Churchill declared that
Viee Admirale and RHaar Admirals at the
peena reported the exploslon appeared to
have been from an Internal magazine.

Fully ™ men were lost In the de-
atruotion of the Bulwark. Aceording to
the ofMclal statemant, the entire comple-
ment was on board when a terrific explo-
slnn rent the Bulwark from how to stern,
althouph réporis from Hoohesler spy thit
half the orew ware on shore,

BHIP QINCKLY DIBAFPPEARS

The band was on deck playing when the
detonation split the heavens, sending up
A vast column of smoke and blowing
men and parts of the ship high In the
alr. When the amoke cleared away the
Bulwark had entirely disappearsd be-
neath tha waters,

It was Churchill who was forced to
announce that in the appalling disaster
enly 12 men were saved, although they
waere In thelr home wiatern when atricken.

"“The loss of the ship does not sanaibly
affsct our military position.” sald the
First T.ord, “but I regret that only 13
men were saved. 1 think the mambers
of the House would wish me to expresa
in thelr behalf the deepest saympathy and
sorrow with which the newa was heard
In the House and ths great sympathy
that (s felt for those who lost relatives
and friends’’

Thesa remarits of Churchill were re-
celved with subdued cheering

Reports of the Bulwuark having been
destroyed were In olrculation in London
throughout the morning, but the nows
was withheld panding offieial Rnnounce-
ment by the Admirity.

FEARFUL FORCE OF EXPLOBION.

The Bulwark, I¥lag in the Mesdway, waa
separated from the waters of the Thames
only by & narrow sirip of laud which ex-
tenda out into tha channel where the Med-
way and Thamea join, forming the Sheer-
ness harbor and Medway bagin, So ter-
rific was tha sxplosion that bulldings in
Bheernesa were shiasken to thelr Ioundl.-
tlona,

Great pleces of steel and dobris were
fiuried aix milea poross the river luto Hs-
stx. The Ilmmoedlate viclully was sirewn
with an snormous amount of wreckes,
whieh lociuded armor plate, parts of
gune, piecen of the ahip's machlugry and
woodwork, 'T'he wurface af the water fop
severnl hours was liemily covered with
wood wo k.

The concussion waes felt on both aldes
of the sstuary of tha Thames, There
were three or four other ships bear the
Bulwari and the Medway fosting dooic
but the suddenness of the axploslon’ and
the rapldity with which the Bulwark
sk dateated Hfv-neving attempls,

Cae survivor takan from the water wes
terribly mutiisted. Burned, torn corpses
du Lhe surface of the waler were all that
wou loft wfter the explosion to show where
the once mighty war ovaft had atood.

SHIF RIPFED IN TWO
